Mrs. Odio claimed that 
Leon Oswald was Lee Harvey Oswald. Our investigation into her 
claim revealed she had a history of emotional instability and 
mental illness and a reputation for telling falsehoods. The 
investigation into Lee Harvey Oswald's activities established 
that on the date Mrs. Odio claimed Oswald visited her he was in 
fact on a bus en route to Mexico. The Warren Commission 
concluded that Lee Harvey Oswald was not at Mrs. Odio's I,'

During the course of our investigation of the 
assassination, we received information that Loran Eugene 
Hall had been in Dallas, Texas, in September or October, 1963, 
and reportedly was soliciting contributions from anti-Castro 
Cuban refugees. It was in this connection that we interviewed 
Hall. He told us he never met Lee Harvey Oswald. He said he 
possessed no knowledge regarding the assassination. He stated 
he and two companions were in Dallas, Texas, in September, 1963, 
contacting various Cuban refugees.’. He recalled meeting Sylvia 
Odio 'at that time and stated he was accompanied by Lawrence __ 
Howard. .and William Seymour when he met Mrs. Odio. \ 
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Interviews of Howard and Seymour and other investigation 
failed to corroborate Hall's statements.

Concerning the third man, Thomas Beckham, our files 
reveal that his name never came up during our* investigation 
of the assassination of President Kennedy. However, on 1/13/67 
we received information that Garrison* had located a witness, 

Thomas Beckham, Nwho was associated with Oswald and assisted 
him in passing out leaf lets. Bureau files contain a reference 
to a Thomas EdwardXBeckh&m of -Hew .Orleans who in 1962 *was [ 
seeking funds for a religious group aiding Cubans. This man «r* 
allegedly had a record with the New Orleans Police Department 
for being involved in such activities. In October, 1962. this 
man's mother reported that he was then a patient in the mental 
ward of a hospital in New Orleans. 

The information that Thomas Beckham was one of Garrison *s 
witnesses was furnished us by Jack S.' Martin, the New Orleans 
private investigator who was one of the original Instigators 
of Garrison's current probe. Martin himself is a mental case and

In connection with current news media, charges 
that District Attorney James Garrison of New Orleans alleged 
that a teletype had been sent out within the Bureau on 
November 17, 1963, claiming that an attempt to assassinate 
President Kennedy would occur in Dallas on November 22, 1963.

Turner is the self~centered, embittered individual 
who has made frequent scurrilous attacks upon the Director and 
the Bureau since his dismissal. 

Turner also wrote an article in the June, 1967, issue 
of "Ramparts" magazine entitled "The Inquest." In such article. 
Turner summarized the wild accusations of New Orleans District 
Attorney James C. Garrison and used information from 
Individuals whom we found to be completely unreliable during 
the course of our investigation of the assassination. In 
such article, Turner's arguments consisted of innuendoes, 
part facts and numerous outright falsehoods. . f , \ 

I • .* v 

Turner's current article in the January, 1968, issue 
of "Ramparts" magazine is largely a rehash of the allegations 
made by New Orleans District Attorney Garrison during the 
last ten months. The vast majority of such data has 
previously been analyzed by us and appropriate dissemination 
made to the White House and to the Attorney General. 

In the first three pages of his current article, Turner 
goes to great length to praise Garrison and to alert his 
readers that Garrison is conducting his probe under most 
difficult conditions. At one point, Turner states that 
Garrison "tried the life of an FBI Agent but found the role 
too circumscribed to be stimulating." Turner fails to point 
out Garrison was a Special Agent for le ss than fi v e month s 
and that after he resigned from the FBI to enter military 
service on July e 24, 1951, lip. wrote a letter to the Bureaj 
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RE: ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY 
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approximately two weeks later asking the Bureau to get him 
released from Army duty so he could again resume his duties in 
the FBI. Turner also fails to note that when the Bureau 
informed Garrison it would take no action to interfere with 
his military duties, approximately two weeks thereafter 
Garrison contacted Army medical authorities and disclosed 
his psychiatric background and obtained an Army medical 
release. 


Surprisingly, Turner identifies Jack S. Martin as 
the individual who informed Garrison of an alleged association 
between Lee Harvey Oswald and David William Ferric. It was 
this information which caused Garrison to launch his intensive 
probe of the assassination. We have previously pointed out Martin 
is well known as an alcoholic and was previously committed to a 
hospital in New Orleans for a mental condition. 

Throughout his article. Turner speculates that Oswald 
was a Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) agent and was in 
frequent contact with CIA and individuals who were being used by 
CIA in various secret endeavors. He also is critical of the FBI 
and accuses the FBI of disregarding information from various 
individuals interviewed whereas Garrison has found the information 
furnished by such individuals highly significant. Such allegation 
is completely false since our investigation was extremely 
thorough and every attempt was made to verify the information 
involved. Actually., Garrison has constantly used this type of 
information (rejected by the Warren Commission) to build hi6 case. 

Turner makes a plea to his readers that they join with him 
in demanding that President Johnson release documents in National 
Archives which are now withheld from the public. He falsely 
alleges that such documents include evidence of Oswald's role as a 
CIA "double agent." Other authors critical of the Warren Commission 
have made similar demands that the data withheld from the public 
at National Archives be made available to t hem. Included

Thomas ^dwarirrhftrk-h am f who used the name Hark^Evans as an ' 
entertainer, /believed that by moving to Jow.a he may have 
avoided a summons to testify in New Orleans District Attorney 
Jim Garrison's investigation of an alleged conspiracy to 
assassinate President Kennedy. According to this article, 
Beckham, who claimed to be a bishop in the Universal Life 
Church, was the subject of a subpoena issued by a New Orleans 
Judge on December 29, 1967, to appear before an Orleans Parish 
grand Jury on February 1 and 2, 1968. 

This article further disclosed that Beckham, when 
interviewed by a reporter at Omaha, displayed documents stat- 
ing that he received a "bachelor of theology degree" from 
Faith Bible College and Theological Seminary, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, in June, 1964; a "master of church education" from 
the same school on May 10, 1967; and a "doctor of psychology" 
from that school on June 1, 1967. He also disclosed documents 
indicating hd received a "doctor of philosophy" from the 
National Institute of Criminology and a "law degree" from the 
Blacks tone School of Law, a correspondence school.

He first met Dr. Edward Beckham, who was known by 
the name of Mark to his friends and associates, in the early 
summer of 1967. At that time Beckham operated the Universal 
Life Church of America located at 16th and Binney Streets, 
Omaha, in an dd store building. Beckham operated a secondhand 
store handling home furnishings, appliances, and other items 
on the ground floor, and in the basement of this building, 
which was decorate^a^achapel, he held church services on 
rare occasions. became friendly with Dr. Beckham 

and after a short period started working for Beckham as a 
delivery boy, delivering merchandise sold in the store to 
various homes in the area. f ^ . 

stated that Dr. Beckham bad an assistant 
who used tnenam^oz "Chuck", but whose name he later deter- 
mined to be Davei'-Smlth, working with him. He stated that both 
of these individuals' did quite a bit of traveling to Kansas 
City, Missouri; Wichita, Kansas; and Texas cities; however, 
he was not aware of the purpose of these trips. He advised 
that on one occasion he accompanied Beckham and Chuck to 
Lincoln, Nebraska, where they went into a house, staying 
approximately two hours and leaving him in the car. He stated 
that Beckham on this occasion paid him $50.00 just for 
accompanying him to Lincoln.

When he first met Beckham, Beckham claimed to have recently 
arrived in Omaha and at that time he was driving a maroon 
colored Dodge Dart, approximately 1964 model, which contained .

Garrison alleged that the assassination of President 
Kennedy was carried out by "an infinitely larger number than you 
would dream" and that in Dealy Plaza (the assassination site) 
alone, there could have been as many as 15 individuals involved 
in the assassination. 

. In connection with the allegation above, it is noted 

that during the past several months Garrison has changed his 
story frequently as to the number of individuals involved in the 
assassination. In his press releases he has claimed that Dallas 
Police officials, Secret Service and FBI personnel, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, Clay Shaw, David William Ferry, and numerous others were 
•involved in the conspiracy plot. 

I Garrison alleged that before the sun set on November 22, 

-.1963, Government officials and investigators knew that a lone 
jgunman did not kill the President. Garrison claimed "Washington 
jhas fooled not only the people of this country but the world, 

•to stay in power." Garrison's statement is, of course, completely 
jfalse. On the evening of November 22, 1963, Lee Harvey Oswald 
jwas in custody of the Dallas Police Department. Investigation 
jwas proceeding to determine if Oswald acted alone or had accomplices. 
.Investigation subsequently established that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
ft be lone assassin. This conclusion was based on overwhelming 
(evidence in our possession. 

Garrison claims that he is prepared to go to trial 
immediately in connection with his arrest of Clay Shaw. He also 
expected there would be a trial of other individuals whose names 
he had. He added that some individuals involved will never be 
prosecuted by anyone since his office has not been able to put 

( them in New Orleans and consequently he cannot take legal action 
against them. a

i -Former Special Agent Turner has been extremely critical of the 
FBI and the Director since his dismissal from the Bureau. He

"The New York Times" for December 27, 1967, also 

( reported that Garrison said that Loran Hall of California had 
inside knowledge of the assassination the day it happened. "The 
! -Times" article reports that Hall told the FBI that in Soptember, 
',1963, he was in Dallas soliciting aid for activities against the 
.Castro regime in Cuba. The Director requested to be informed 
l|when the FBI interviewed Hall in this matter. 

For the Director’s information, Mrs. Sylvia Odio, who 
' .has a mental background, informed our Dallas Office on 12/10/63 
4 {that she received a visit from Leon Oswald and two Mexican 
< .companions on September 26 or 27, 1963, and that these three 
'individuals brought her a message from her father who was being 
::held as a political prisoner in Cuba. Odio alleged that Leon 
'{Oswald was Lee Harvey Oswald. We conducted extensive investi- 
gation regarding Odio’s allegation and found absolutely no 
-corroboration for it. We determined Oswald was on a bus en route 
to Mexico City on the datesOdio claimed she was visited by Oswald 
and two companions.

1 Loran Eugene Hall in Johnsandale, California, who has been active

SAC Shanklin, Dallas, advised that the research to comply with 
the Department's request in connection with Mrs. Porter's civil action 
required extensive research and progress was being made. Concerning 
the civil complaint of King's, we previously had prepared a chronology of 
the location of the weapons which was furnished to the Assistant United 
States Attorney (AUSA) in Dallas when the Department had filed forfeiture 
proceedings to acquire these weapons. It had been ascertained that John J. 

King had purchased the right for these weapons from Marina Porter previously. 

On 1-3-68, Mr. Gershuny was advised of the extensive nature of 
research which had to be conducted to comply with the Department's request. 

He indicated that he did not believe that it would be necessary to do this 
extensive research whereupon he was requested to submit a written communi- 
cation to the Bureau setting forth his views so these facts would be a matter 
of record, and we could instruct our Dallas Office to discontinue. He said 
this would be done. In view of his interest concerning the suit filed by 
Mr. King, he was referred to a letter the Bureau previously furnished 
Assistant Attorney General Fred M. Vinson, Jr. , dated 11-23-65, (Bufile 
62-109060, Serial 4079), furnishing the Department a chronology of the 
location of the weapons involved. He indicated this information would be 
satisfactory for the present.

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Josiah Thompson, author of the book, "Six Seconds 
in Dallas,” appeared on WTOP - TV, January 7, 1968, at 11:30 a. a. 

The program was entitled "Capital Conversation,” whose host 
was Roy Meecham. 

This was a question and answer type show in which 
Thompson was interviewed. It was initiated by Roy Meecham 
who questioned Thompson regarding his background and the 
reason for writing his book.

Thompson indicated he became interested in the 
assassination of President Kennedy shortly after the incident 
occurred and following his review of the Commission's report 
and the 26 volumes of hearings support ing Commission's report, 
interpreted it as a case for the prosecution. Subsequently, 
other books appeared which were critical of the Commission 
and so consequently he wrote another book which he termed an 
alternative theory which showed the act of the assassination 
in a different light.

Mr. BELMONT from Bureau called at 11:10 AM and said 
they had been thinking as to how Chief CURRY happened to 
make the statement that OSWALD had been Interviewed by FBI 
prior to the shooting. It seems to Bureau he auld have had 
this inf oxmation by running across a copy of OSWALD'S letter 
to Soviet Embassy dated 11/9/63. If in searching OSWALD'S 
room and his home, the police told the press they came up 
with a lot of Communist literature or with a copy of his letter 
to the Soviet Embassy, and if Chief was so advised, that was 
the basis of his allegation against the Agent that we were 
harrassing the wife. 


BELMONT wanted to know if our Agents have gone over < / 
every thlig that came out of OSWALD'S home and room, both in ’’tifz/J/i 
the poesesslon of the Police, and have we gone in there and taken - * 'y 
a thorough look for ourselves in the home and in the room. 

This thing from the standpoint of our report is broadening 
way out. We will have to cover his background, his passport, 
/citizenship ana all that sort of thing. We are going to have to 
come out with his contact with Soviet Embassy and his trip to 
Mexico. This is very Important and what they are trying to do is 
come up with anything indicating he is tied in with anybody. (/<£?- 
If in his room or home, there was any information showing that v. 

he had written to anybody or discussed this with anybody, or 
had been thinking about it, or was tied in with some organization • 

As this thing is broadening out into his amtacts and motive, it 
is imperative that we know what was in his home ft room and

BELMONT was advised that re CURRY's statements to effect 
we had interviewed OSWALD'S wife and any surveillance, that we 
did interview the woman that OSWALD'S wife lived with, and that 
CURRY denied saying he had said we were surveilling.p

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BELMONT said the Issue Is that we should be sure 
that we have thoroughly gone over anything the police took 
from Oswald's home and room and we should get In both places 
besides and see If there Is anything In there. Get Into the 
home through the landlady or the wife. As OSWALD Is dead he 
cair't be proseooted. This Is the question of cleaning up the 
situation. If this mother goes to Soviet Embassy, we would 
want to protect the Agent that his story Is accurate, BELMONT 
was advised the wife Is very hostile, and that the Secret 
Service has her somewhere - we don't know her present whereabouts 
definitely. 


BELMONT advised that MILLER just called and that 
MILLER Is coming back. MILLER s aid that local police and WADE 
want to turnover all the evidence they have In this matter to 
FBI. The Director called him on It, and MILLER says he believes 
It should be done, so It will all be In one place, with the 
understanding that If the State Board of Inquiry handles this, 
we will of course cooperate with them and make the evidence 
available as we have already said we would do. On that basis, 
we should accept all of the evldenc the police have. BELMONT 
suggested I might contact MILLER as apparently thqy have 
approached MILLER. This doesn't Include evidence against RUBY 
because they are going to proseoote him. Contact MILLER and 
contact PD and tell them Bureau called and you understand they 
have made this offer through MILLER and we will accept It, and 
follow through from there.

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BELMONT Instructed to get In touoh with MILLER and 
find out about this, and take over the evidence on the bases they 
offered It.

ADDENDUM: At approximately 12:00 noon District Attorney WADE 

called and confirmed the fact that he desired to 
have the evidence turned over to the FBI by the Police Dept. 

Re stated he was so advising Chief CURRY. He said he did not 
want It to come through his hands, but that we should take It 
direct from the Police Department. 

Chief of Police JESSE CURRY was cal led and he 
stated that he desired the FBI to take custody of the evidence 
in the OSWALD case. I agreed that this would be done, and 
Agents were sent to the Police Department to do so. 
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I talked to the Bureau to Inspector ROBERT VICK, 
and pointed out to him that it would be made known 
Immediately that we had the evidence, and I recommended that 
upon Inquiry, we Just state that the local authorities have turned 
over the evidence in the OSWALD case and make no further comment. 
He agreed. Later on during the evening, I talked to Assistant 
Director DE LOACH, add he stated this was the only statement 
to be made.

Lacy related that he has known Frank MacCallum of 
1317 Rio Grande, El Paso, Texas, since about i960 and that ^ 
they became acquainted through a mutual Interest of collect- ’-4 
Ing player piano rolls. Lacy Indicated that he probably had 
about eight personal contacts with MacCallum and they have 
had correspondence over the years. 

Lacy said that during the years of their acquaint- ^ 
anceship, their discussions were generally concerning music; >£ 
that he, Lacy, did not care to engage In discussions of , : ; t 

politics and religion. Lacy said that MacCallum is a 
resourceful, creative, conservative type person and had "C'C’j) 
never given any Indication of possessing violent tendencies. 
Lacy said that he was not aware of MacCallum* s feelings ^ 
toward the Kennedy administration and did not recall MacCallum 
ever referring to it as the Kennedy dynasty or ever using the 
word assassination.

A check of Bureau and 
Los Angeles files and a canvass of Los Angeles personnel 
handling fugitive matters disclosed no information revealing 
any contact with Edgar Eugene.

He stated he saw a man near Industrial 
Boulevard, Dallas, Texas, on the morning of the assassination 
at about 7:30 AM; He stated he has since determined that 
the man he saw near Industrial Boulevard at 7:30 AM, looks- 
like Jack Ruby. - . 


At the time of the above call, Owens advised he 5 - 
believed his civil rights had been violated in thatjan unknown 
District Attorney for Dallas County had failed to call him 
before the Dallas County Grand Jury in connection with a . 

case against one Elsie CanadjT’Stampher (phonetic). Owens 
continued that Stampher ran over his (Owens*) son, Benny 
Sherill Owens on December 16, 1965, and killed bi*. He stated 
the Dallas Sheriff's Office investigated this matter but the 
County Grand Jury "no billed" Stampher. Owens indicated 
he was upset because he cannot personally file "negligent 
manslaughter" against Stampher.

Circumstantial Evidence 

I The aggressive, abrasive Mr. Kohn, a six- 
footer who often speaks In the jargon of the un- 
derworld. prefers a looser definition— any 
criminal activity, be U by one or many organi- 
sations, displaying "systematic planning and 
united effort/* If you accept his definition. . 
there is plenty of circumstantial evidence Indi- 
cating that rackets flourish here -and soma.* 
signs that the Mafia may be Involved In them, 
too. 

The Federal Government evidently feels. 
New Orleans end southern Louisiana are worth 
a searching look. It has picked the area as one 
of seven targets for special "strike forces.** each 
composed of more than a dozen men from the 
Bureau of Narcotics, the Treasury Depart- 
ment. the Internal Revenue Service and the 
racketeering division of the Labor Department. 
Justice Department officials here wUl coordi- 
nate the crime-busting effort. ^ 

They are certain to look into narcotics traf- 
.Us-j^hich b brisk In the city. It Is not disputed 
that at least half of all the felonies committed 
here Involve addicts. Indicating an abundant 
supply of drugs.

.One recent conviction, he points out. was of a

E. C Upton, past president of the crime 
commission and head of a large Insurance firm 
here, believes that the big volume In narcotics 
Is a sure sign that a major criminal network 
has IU hocks In the community.

More recently. It was revealed that Mai* 
Jcolm V. O'Hara, a criminal district court judge 
'In New Orleans, had acted as a messenger in 
another attempt to get Partin to change his tes- 
timony. The judge admitted as much to a Chi- 
cago court. The man who asked him to do the 
Job was Zachary Strata, a New Orleans cinr- 
tractor now facing a three-year prison term for 
conspiring to defraud the Teamsters pension 
futu T o f " t i OrftilUon. • 

Demand for Ouster 

Judge O'Hara, who admitted traveling fre- 
quently with Strate. visited Teamster head- 
quarters la Washington last May at the con- 
tractor's expense. The judge has voluntarily 
removed himself from the bench while the Lou- 
isiana Supreme Court considers a crime com- 
mission request that he be ousted from his 
post 

The commission has stopped dealing with 
the DA's office altogether, though It still feeds 
Information to Federal agencies. Mr. Kohn. 
whose contempt citation Is being appealed, 
filed a counter suit recently In Federal court, 
securing Mr. Garrison of "intimidating" the 
commission and using the grand Jury In an at* 
tempt to destroy It The suit seeks a court 
order pieventing the Jury, the district attorney 
and a pariah criminal court from Issuing sub 
poenas to the commission.

Kohn charged that the club emplo ying Jht 
stripper was linked to racketeers and accused 
the district attorney of protecting a source of 
mob Income. Mr. Garrison hotly denied this, 
saying he only wanted to save "an unjustly 
convicted motlier of small children from a Jail 
sentence.** 

Bribe Story 

Another J&ebratcd set-to occurred In 1062. 
wh*n \bV$aturday Evening Post reported thatj 
CarloV^U^cIlo unsuccessfully offered the dU-jj 
trie! alcorney a Urge bribe to allow the mob to 
bring slot machines (they are Illegal here) Into 
the city. The bribe allegedly was .offered 
through an Intermediary. 

Mr. Garrison testified recently that the bribe 
story was false. But the commission says Mr. 
Garrison apparently believed the story was 
true In 1963 -and wonders why he didn't try 
to prosecute Marcello for bribery* then. 

The commission also questions the district 
attorney's relationship with another former 
Louisianian. >Urt y» t rr hio. Mr. Garrison has 
not denied published reports that Mr. Marino, 
an employe of the Sands Hotel In Las Vegas, 
picked up the district attorney's hotel tab 
there. Mr. Marino used to run a gambling ca- 
sino In Jefferson Parish with the Marcellos. A 
crime commission Informant says be was la 
New Orleans in June, discussing financing with 
Carlos Marcello. 

Mr. Kohn. as operating head of the commis- 
sion. Is the man who keeps bringing up these 
touchy matters. He never has been hesitant to 
do so. and, given Mr. Kohn's blunt approach. 
It's perhaps inevitable that the comhTn^irand 
the district attorney's office are at «word*c 
point now. 

The crime commission chief has held his Job 
since 1934. when he came here from Chicago 
after serving as chief counsel to a city council 
committee investigating crime. His career In 
New Orleans has been stormy but productive; 
he has been Jailed before for refusal to disclose 
sources, but he also has helped two previous 
grand Juries Indict 90 people for bribery and 
conspiracy. 

With no Investigative staff fthe commis- 
sion's budget U limited and depends entirely 
upon voluntary contri buttons », Mr. Kohn relies 
heavily on a network of tipsters and Informants 
whose Identity he naturally Is reluctant to dis- 
close. He makes maximum use of the media In 
airing his charges. Some say hi? boldness ap» 
proaches recklessness: the commission re- 
cently had to retract a conflict-of-interest 
charge he made against a city councilman. 

The commission Itself Is a blue-ribbon group 
that numbers among Its members the Catholic 
archbishop of New Oilcans, the dean of the Tu- 
lane University law school and top officers e it 
most leading b’jdcs am! many corporation*.

But be keeps a tot 
of public officials honest. And It's ridiculous 
for Garrison to insist there la no organised 
crime In New Orleans.** 

Though the crime commission centers al- 
most all Its Art on Mr. Garrison's alleged fail- 
ure to combat organised rackets, some mem- 
bers -and a good many ordinary clti sens -are 
growing ever mote critical of bis performance 
in battling crime in general. 

It is true that Bourbon Sreet no longer Is 
the sinkhole of vice It once was. Nevertheless. 
FBI figures disclose that crime In the city has 
risen sharply. The rate of major offenses to 
New Orleans Jumped 40Cr between 1065 and 
1966. the latest year for which complete figures 
art available, compared with an Increase of 
Wt for the nation as a whole. New Orleans 
ranks find In murder rate and fourth In overall 
crime rate, behind Los Angeles. Miami and 
New York. 

One sign of laxity In the DA*s office, say 
critics, to a volume of unprosecuted cases they 
claim to excessive.

to her telegram to the Attorney General of the United States 
which stated, "FBI, Agent Bonds, has been withholding 
information that he reed in April before JFK l, s assassination." 

The receipt of this telegram was acknowledge* and she 
was asked to furnish any information she might have ■ 
concerning this matter. She stated she phoned an unrecalled

strange voices coming from her radio and flashing lights 
but refused to furnish any information as to who Agent 
Bonds is or what agency she called in 1963. She became 
rambling and incoherent and finally said she did not care 
to discuss the matter further.

On February 26, 1963, during an examination of 
the material found in Shelton’s possession, a letter dated 
December 16, 1967, in an unstamped envelope was- located. 

The envelope was addressed to Life Magazine, Incorporated. 
Rockefeller Center, New York City, New York, 10020/ This 
letter is listed as follows: 

"Dear Sir:

During an interview wijsh Shelton on 
February 26, 1968, at the Oklahoma State Penitentiary with 
the Deputy Warden present, ShellTdn readily admitted <. 
writing the two letters to Jim Garrison and*'Lirfe 
Magazine, which were found in Shelton's possession, on 
February 23, 1968, He said that at the time he wrote the 
letters he'fully intended -to roail-them in order to^gUt 
^publicity from Life Magazine and further, to show Garrison 
how wrong he could be, Shelton said thatjbe has observed . . 
that Garrison seems to be .the gullible type who believes 
everything that anyone tells him, ^He said that from the 
volume <f information .he. had been able to obtain from-- 
newspaper clippings concerning the Kennedy assassination-, 
he thought that he would be able to convince Garrison that 
he was involved in the plot. According to Shelton, after 
writing the letters he had reconsidered and decided not to 
mail them. The letters had been in Shelton's locker at tho 
Oklahoma State Penitentiary Vocational Training School at 
Stringtown, Oklahoma, since December 16, 1967, when he 

wrote them. .

Shelton advised that he had absolutely no personal 
knowledge or information concerning"* the assassination of 
President Kennedy. He said that he had never been in New 
Orleans, Louisiana, or Dallas, Texas. He claimed that he 
did not know anyone whose names have been mentioned in 
connection with the Kennedy assassination. 

Shelton advised that he enioyed reading and . 
Simply 'saved news clippings as a hobby to break the 
regular prison routine and boredom.

At the tine Melvin L, Gray, jr;*> -furnished the above 
mformation, he expressed the opinion "that, he vas not satisfied** * 
»ith the results of the Warren Report and felt that the truth of 
the assassination had not been disclosed. He remarked that although 
District Attorney James Garrison was the only one who appeared 
to be doing anything about the assassination investigation, he vas 
not sure that Garrison's investigation could be relied upon. Melvin 
Gray, Jr-.v indicated that he had considered contacting Garrison 
about finding the unflred cartridge.

OBSERVATIONS : 

News media in recent months have given wide circulation 
to statements of New Orleans District Attorney James C. Garrison, 
Mark Lane and others that there were other assassins than 
Oswald in Dallas on November 22, 1963; that unnamed gunmen 
fired at President Kennedy and subsequently escaped through 
the Dallas sewer system. It appears Mays is attempting to 
capitalize on these wild allegations.

t Also, per prior arrangements, Morris accepted a plaque 

} which recognized the cooperation existing between the NDAA and the 
I FBI and which awarded honorary membership in the NDAA to the Director. 

The plaque was originally scheduled to be presented .at the 
final banquet of the meeting on Saturday night, 3/18/68; however, New 
Orleans District Attorney Jim Garrison, without the prior approval of 
NDAA President William J. Raggio, listed himself a£the main speaker 
at the banquet, and, when Morris learned of this, he arranged for the 
plaque to be presented at the Association's Luncheon on 3/15/68 (which 
was not attended by Garrison) to avoid sharing the platform with Garrison 
at the banquet. This change in time of presentation was accomplished 
quietly and without any concern being expressed to the general membership.

In his brief acceptance remarks, Morris stressed the Director’s 
opposition to a national police force and his belief in full cooperation with 
each agency fulfilling its responsibilities. Morris stated that he knew the 
Director would treasure the award as a recognition of the cooperation between 
the FBI and local prosecutors and that it was a privilege to accept the plague 
in Mr. Heaver's behalf. 

It is noted that Raggio subsequently became increasingly concerned 
about the possibility of Garrison making irrational charges in his proposed 
speech at the final banquet. Consequently, on Saturday “afternoon, 3/16/68, 
Raggio, who is District Attorney at Reno, Nevada, and NDAA Vice President 
William Calm, District Attorney of Mineola^New York, summoned Garrison 
and hIS Chief Assistant, Charles Ward, to Raggio 's hotel room.*^t that time 
Raggio informed Garrison that he hoped Garrison would keep his remarks 
brief and that he~ (Raggio) felt the banquet was neither the time nor the place * 
to discuss pending investigations nor level charges against anyone. Raggio 
I later told Morris that Garrison replied that he would speak only for a few 
| minutes but then, becoming highly emotional and irrational, stated that when 
1 he was through there would be no doubt in anyone's mind about the conspiracy 
in the Federal Government, etc.- Raggio then stated if Garrison felt that way 
then he would have to ask Garrison not to speak at all as Raggio would not 
permit the NDAA to be a forum for such charges. Garrison stated that unless 
he was allowed to speak he would cancel the banquet and instructed Ward to 
lock the doors to the banquet room of the hotel and to not open them until 
his speaking time was assured. Raggio refused to be blackmailed in this 
manner, even though 600 people had tickets to attend the dinner which was to 
be held in the next few hours and the tickets had been paid for. Raggio again 
stated he would not allow the NDAA to be a forum for such behavior and 
■ instructed Cahn to inform the NDAA 3oard of Directors that the banquet was 
canceled. The NDAA had already paid the hotel $15 per couple for the banquet 
and this money was not refunded to them. 

The NDAA officers, Board of Directors, and general membership 
are solidly behind the Director and the FBI and it is felt that the attached note 
of appreciation to President Raggio should be sent.

Attorney Garrison's Office and tha i: this individual, believed by 
Valter to be an investigator by the name of Bertel, shortly 
thereafter met Walter at the corner of Claiborne and Carrollton 
Street. Walter related that other representatives from the 
District Attorney's Office arrived »-Ad that Mark Lane and his 
wife also appeared on the scene. i*j.ne talked with Walter about 
v his FBI employment'*, asking him if he was employed by the FBI 
in New Orleans in November, 1963. Walter replied that he was 
so employed. Lane suggested that Walter get in Lane's car where 
they could talk and that Walter observed that Lane probably bad 
.. ajtape recorder in the car.* Lane replied that he did nave a tape 
recorder in "the car. Walter then excused himself and departed 
the area. Walter shortly thereafter left towir and subsequently - 
* received a letter and a telephone call from Lane requesting that 
Walter contact Lane and that Walter at~ this point enlisted the 
services of Attorney Guy Wooten who telephenically contacted 
Mark Lane and suggested that Lane stop contacting Walter because 
Walter did not know anything that would assist Lane. 

Walter stated that he does not have a cc'py of the wire 
communication in question, that he did not give a copy - to Lane 
and that he does not knew who would have such a copy. 

Assistant U. S. Attorney Palmisano advised that he was 
present in U. S. Attorney L&Cour's Office on the late afternoon 
of March 15, 1968, at which time there -was also present U. S. 
Attorney LaCour, Assistant V. S. Attorney Connick and Attorney 
Guy Wooten and his client William Walter. 

Wooten made an opening statement that Walter does not 
want to become involved In the Garrison inquiry and would like 
to stay out of it. V. S. Attorney LaCour requested that Walter 
** Start from the beginning. 

According to Assistant U. S. Attorney Palmisano's 
recollection Walter stated that he resigned his FBI clerical 
position in New Orleans in 1966. 
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Walter stated that he was on duty alone from 12:00 
midnight to 8:00 AM on November 17, 1963 and that he recalls 
receiving a teletype which stated there would be an attempt 
on the life of President Kennedy in connection with his trip to 
Texas. Walter further stated that while he definitely remembers 
the receipt of such a teletype he does not have an independent 
recollection as to the action he took*, but that he would 
normall> telephonically cortact th? SAC and inform him of its 
contents. Mr. LaCour inquired if Walter would also advise the 
r ASAC and Walter replied not unless It was a matter * involving 
civil rights. 

..Assistant U. S. Attorney Ptflmisano stated he 't^ked 
Walter where the teletype came from and. that Walter replied it 
came from Washington. Mr. Palmlsano stated that he does not 
recall if Walter made any specific mention regarding Dallas, but 
that he would 'definitely state that Walter used the word Texas. 

Mr. Palmisano asked Walter what action he would have taken after 
he talked with the SAC and that Walter replied that while he* had 
no independent recollection he would normally have alerted Agents 
.to contact informants to corroborate the allegation. 

Walter then described his attendance at Tulane University 
during a campus speech made by Mark Lane and that Lane made some 
reference that the FBI has been checking out everything that Lane 
has been stating. 

A nearby student friend asked. .Walter if it was Walter's 
Job to check out Lane for the FBI and that Walter explained that 
he was a former FBI employee. A woman "nearby then identified 
herself to Walter as Mrs. Mark Lane and suggested that Walter 
might talk with Mark Lane. Walter declined and Mrs. Lane stated 
that Mark Lane would like to talk with Walter because there is 
being made by Lane a concerted effort to contact former FBI 
employees . , 


Walter then described his absence from town and that 
upon his return to New Orleans he was informed by his landlord 
that one ^Bertel had been making an effort to contact Walter. 

The landlord gave Bertel's telephone number to Walter. The name 
Bertel according to Walter meant nothing to him and he called 
the number *nd was Informed by Bertel that Bertel wanted to talk 
" ; , . . . . J/,. 
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with Walter concerning information Walter had told to either 
XarK Lane or Mark Lane's wife. Walter met Bertel near the Tulane 
campus within a fev minutes and that Bertel drove up accompanied 
by an unidentified investigator firm the District Attorney's 
Offita. Walter advised Bertel and his companion that he had no 
information of value and that immediately thereafter a third 
car, believed to be from the District Attorney's Office arrived 
and in a separate vehicle there arrived Bark Lane and his wife. 

* Lane apologized to Walter for the presence of so many 

individuals and stated that he had merely asked the District 
Attorney's Office to help him locate Walter and that he. Lane 
was not .employed by the District Attorney's Office.- • bane made 
. . a_,cpncerted effort to have Walter get into Lane's car and that 
Walter stated that Lane probably had a' tape recorder in the 
car. Lane replied that he did have a tape recorder in the car 
but that he had none on his person. Lane opened up his coat to 
demonstrate that he did not possess *r\ape recorder on his body. 

Walter informed Lane that he had no information con- 
- cerning the teletype that Lane had indicated an interest in but 
stated that he actually li*>d to Lane in this respect because 
he had been carefully instructed by the FBZ upon his departure 
from tho Bureau not to divulge any information learned* during 
his Bureau employment. 

U. S. Attorney LaCour stated that Walter in the 
presence of Assistant V. S. Attorneys Connick, Palmisano, Attorney 
Wooten and himself that he did remember that he received a 
conference-type teletype during tho hours that he worked from 
12:00 midnight to 8:00 AM on November 17, 1963. Further, that 
Walter stated he recalled the teletype in effect announced there 
was to be an assassination attempt on the President in connection 
with his trip to Texas. Further, that Walter recalled making 
telephonic contact with 5AC liaynor in order to inform him of 
~th'e contents of the teletype. In response to the question as 
to vhat Walter did next, Walter stated he did not recall but 
that he would normally contact the SAC under these circumstances. 

U. S. Attorney LaCour has no Information to the effect 
that Walter 'is under subpoena by the District Attorney's Office,

The expert is IXhs^lillon iPsHclpern, 
who as chief medichl cxdmincrdf l$cw 
York City is one of the worlds top 
medical detectives. He himself has 
cither performed or supervised some 
60,000 autopsies. The following article 
gives his eye-opening commentary on 
the Kennedy autopsy, which remains 
one of the most tantalizing pieces in 
the whole jigsaw puzzle of the assassi- 
nation. The physicians who performed 
the autopsy. Dr. H el pern believes, ' 
weren't qualified for the job and were 
assigned to it on the false yet widely . 
held assumption that almost any doc - 
ior-can do an autopsy. Though they 
did their best under the difficult 
circumstances, he says, they simply 
wejent up to shedding light on how 
many bullets were fired and determin- 
ing the angle from which those strik- 
ing the President entered the body.

Ilelpcrn has cillier performed or 
supervised approximately GO, 000 autopsies. -. 
.^bout 10,000 of these have involved bullet 
wounds. No one else comes close to his vast ex- 
perience in- this aspect of forensic medicine. So 
it’s with good reason that lie s ollen asked for 
his views on President Kennedy's assassination 
and the Warren Commission's findings. 

"The Warren Commission,” Dr. Ilelpcrn says, 
“had an opportunity to settle once and lor all a 
great many confusing doubts about the assassi- 
nation. Yet because none of its members or its 
legal staff had any training in forensic medicine, 
that opportunity fell bv the wayside.” 

But even before the commission came into 
being. Dr. Ilelpcrn feels, another opportunity 
to eliminate doubts and <|ucslions about the „ 
tragedy had lieen fumbled— by three physi- 
cians. lie refers to those in charge of the au- 
topsy en the President’s body. 

“I am amazed,” Dr. Ilelpcrn says, “that the 
examination and evaluation of the Presidents 
wounds could have been handled in the inex- 
pert mamlcr the Warren Commission lleport 
describe;. For medical information, the F.1I.J. 
relied o$ the three doctors who had performed 
the autopsy. The F.B.l. doesn’t have its own ex- 
perts in forensic medicine. It seldom investi- 
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gale s a inufdiT, since murder usually involves a 
slate juiisdiclion only.

To appreciate fully the gravity of Dr. lici-

Not only is medical education 
neglecting forensic medicine, cays 
Dr. Helper 11 , hut medical icscarrh 
aLo largely ignores it. “I don't 
know of a single, solitary, major 
research project under way in the 
field of forensic medicine. There 
isn't tiny money available to re- 
search death. 1 have no quarrel 
w ith the billions being i pent to ex- 
plore spare stud send people to the 
moon and Jdars. 1 do think wc'ie 
mbsiug n bet here on earth that's 
a little closer to home, even though 
considerably (css glamorous. 

“'lake the problem of determin- 
ing the exact time of death. We 
haven't made any progress on that 
since. 1 first got into this business. 
The body has tire answer for us, 
just wailing lo he discovered. Cut

The burden of perl milling die 
autopsy on the Presidents body fell 
on Conrdr. James Joseph 1 Iuiik> of 
the Nay. .? board-eei lined patholo- 
gist who described his qualifications 
in subsequent testimony before the 
Warren Commission: “I received my 
post-graduate training in pathology 
in various naval hospitals and at the 
AnhcdTorccs Institute of Pathology 
at Walter Reed in Washington, D.C. 
My current title is* Director of Lab- 
oratories of die Naval Medical 
School. . , . I am charged with Che 
over-all supervision of all laboratory 
operations in the Naval Medical Cen- 
ter, two broad ureas: in the field of 
anatomic pathology, which comprises 
examining surgical specimens and 
post-mortem examinations, and in die 
rather large field of clinical pathol- 
ogy, which takes in examination of 
the blood and various body fluids. 

*My type of practice has been more 
extensive in die field of natural dis- 
ease dian violence. Howev er, on sev- 
eral occasions in various places where 
I have been employed, I have had to 
cldl with, violent, death, accidents, 
suicide, and so forth. Also 1 have 
completed a course of foicnsic pa- 
thology as part of iny training. . . .

The hospital 
pathologist pci lot ms Itis autopsies on 
tas: s whcic death occurs in a hospi- 
tal usually as a icsuil of some natural 
tliscase process. Ti legalise of dcatli 
is presumed in lltc gloat majority of 
cases because the patient has l>ccn 
under medical treatment. The au- 
topsy is performed to coniirm tlu* 
diagnosis or for rcscaich or other 
academic purposes. 

The forOiKic or medicolegal au- 
topsy lias an entirely different setting. 
The death is usually iiol attended by 
a physician. The exact cause of death 
is eiucial because of the legal impli- 
cations. There may or may not he a 
suggestive or presumptive lead to 
guide the autopsy surgeon. If there 
is a lead, its frequently misleading. 
The hospital pathologist is as much 
out of his field when he attempts a 
medicolegal aiilo[isy as would Ik* the 
chest surgeon who attempted u deli- 
cate brain operation. 

Colonel Finck slated his profes- 
sional qualifications this way to the 
Warren Commission: *1 had four 
years. of training in pathology after 
my internship, including two years of 
pathology at the University Institute 
of Pathology in Geneva, Switzerland, 
and two years at the University of 
Tennessee. . , . Prom 1955 to 195S 1 
performed approximately 200 autop- 
sies, many of them i>crluiiiiiig to 
trauma* including missile wounds, 
[while] pathologist of the United 
Slates Army Hospital in Frankfuit, 
Germany. . . .

strikes the breastbone anvl is deflected 
so that it continues around the lib 
cage, Iretwccn the Imiiic and the skin. 

It may come out at llie back of the 
IhmIv after causing nothing more than 
superficial injftYy; or it may lodge just 
under tin* skin, between llie skin and 
the backbone? 

Next lo lione, the skju oilers the 
greatest resistance to the |KMielratioii 
of a bullet. There are thousands of 
reported eases in which a bullet 
passed all the way through the body* 
only to come lo rest just under the 
skin on the side opposite the point 
where it cnleicd. llie bullet bad 
spent so much of its force that it could 
not exit through the thin but tough 
barrier of llie skin. 

"in about 20 per cent of bullet 
wounds in the head,'* Dr. llclpern 
continues, “the bullet enters and 
passes through the cranial cavity, 
then ricochets off the inner table of 
the .skull in a completely different di- 
rection. It may carom around inside 
the skull like a billiard ball Imuncing 
against the cushions of a billiard 
table/* 

Even allowing for the vagaries of 
jndivkluid bullet wounds, it lias been * 
possible ho founulalc some general 
principles that permit llie experi- 
enced forensic pathologist to Ik* rea- 
sonably accurate in liis calculations. 
Regardless of the number or position 
of the bullet wounds in a given case, 
the first step is to determine whether 


each is a wound of entrance or a 
wound ol exit. 

When a bullet s-tii.es the skill, it 
first pioducrs a simple imlentaiicu 
Ik cause the .skin * • belli tough and 
elastic and the tissues ttndcinr.iHi

Wounds of exit aie usually larger 
than the bullet, since the bullet lends 
lo pack tissues in front of it. Ihesr 
wounds are ragged, tom, and some- 
times have shicds of lal or oilier in- 
ternal tissues extruding out of them. 
So .wounds of exit may bleed far 
more extensively than wounds of en- 
trance. However, this is not invari- 
ably llie case. 

The medical examiner,** Dr. Ucl- 
pera says, -must lie on guaul for the 
biz; urc/ the onc-in-a-million ease.

The autopsy on the Presidents 
body conlinucd until 11 p.m. Then 
the body was released lo those who 
WOukh prepare it for burial apel Jake 
it to. the While House, w here it ar- 
riicd at 4 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing,, Nov. 23. 

The weeks following the Presi- 
dent's death flowed into mouths as 
the F.B.I. and Secret Service pains- 
takingly assembled the evidence, 
ilcin by item, for formal presentation 
to the Warren Commission. The 
world wailed expectantly for clarifi- 
cation of the bullet wounds. 

An aura of confusion clouded the 
picture— due primarily to staleinenls 
made by some of the doctors at Park- 
land Memorial llospii.il in Dallas at 
a press conference a short time after 
the Presidential parly left for the le- 
Inrn trip lo Washington. These doc- 
tors, who had worked skillfully at the 
impossible lask of restoring life to the 
dead President, had observed the 
wound in the President's thro.it Dr. 
Perry, the Dallas surgeon, descrilwxl 
it as approximately 5 milliinelers in 
diameter. It was exuding blood, 
which partially hid edges that were 
'’neither clear-cut, that is, punched 
'put, nor very ragged." 

At no time during the interval that 
the President's ln>dy was in Parkland 
Memorial llospilal did any of the 
doctors turn it so that the Kick por- 
tion of the Ixnly could be view ed or 
examined. They therefore interpreted 
the wound in the front part of the 
neck as being a wound of entrance.

Tlierc was apjvarently little or no coordination 
among federal agencies in deciding w'hat docu- 
me;its would be classified. In many cases the same 
subjects dealt with in classified documents arc aim 
covered in the open files. 

Nowhere in the Warren Report or available ex- 
hibits. Ixwevcr, was it revealed that Yuri Kosenko, 
a pri^e KGB defector, had been interviewed in 
connection with the investigation of the Presi- 
dent’s murder.

Office, told D. K. Brown, then SAC, Jacksonville, that he was : .. ■ ' ' 

aware that New Orleans District Attorney Jim Garrison claimed . 
Walter had said that while on the midnight to 8 a.m. duty in the 
New Orleans Office on 11/17/63, he, Walter, received a message 
from the Bureau alerting that an assassination attempt would bo 
made on President Kennedy in Texas. Walter told D. K. Brown he . 
never saw such a ’teletype or other message, as claimed by Garrison. 

On 3/26/68 Walter told SAC, Memphis, he had received such a teletype 
and D. K. Brown had never asked him about it. D. K. Brown advised 
on 4/15/68 that the LHM which reported his interview with Walter 
reported it correctly, that is, Walter said that he had never seen 
such a teletype or other message. Brown added that his secretary, 
Clarissa Davidson, took down the results of tho Walter interview 
in shorthand, Davidson had previously advised that Walter told 
Brown he had never seen such a teletype. Mrs; Davidson's stenographic 
notes and transcription of them should be preserved in the event 
Walter's story, as told to SAC, Memphis, needs refutation. It is 
possible, of course, that the stenographic notes have already been 
destroyed, in which case refutation would have to depend solely 
upon recollection of Brown and Davidson, plus LHM prepared from 
Davidson's notes. In reairtel it was indicated that Brown recalled 
the interview as having taken place on 2/2/68 rather than 2/1/68 as

Mr. Bishop's fourth installment of his book, "Th© U, 
Day Kennedy Was Shot” has been reviewed. It covers the 
period of time from 3 p. m. to the time the Presidential 
plane arrived in Washington, D. C., on 11/22/63. • 

Bishop said the city of Dallas was first sorry ^ h! 
for Mrs. Kennedy but then was suddenly sorry for itself. 

He described Dallas as "the city whose sin was pride had / 
blood on its hands. It had only the most perfunctory pity 
for John F. Kennedy." He described the tidalwave of report- 
ers which arrived in the city, and in the Dallas Police 4 
Department, the third floor was a madhouse where the press ^ 
scrambled for advantages like ruffians. Questions were 
incessant, and the demands to see Lee Harvey Oswald became 
a chant. 

Bishop said the city of Washington was tied up 
internally. The aircraft, referring to the Presidential 
aircraft, was returning a gallant young man to his fathers . > 
but "Who the hell was Lyndon Johnson?" At this point, 

Bishop mentioned a program called Candid Camera which had 
scored a hearty hit on television asking pedestrians in a y 
remote city "Who is Lyndon Johnson?" Some had said, "The 
name is familiar. Why don't you consult a phone book?" 
Bishop, refers to President Johnson, "Whoever he was, he was 
also high in the sky with that metal casket, and he was 
reaching for the reins of the Government, quickly and surely, 
acting patiently and almost obsequiously, which were not his 
characteristics. He was, basically, a bossman; a doer; a 
demander; a tall awkward person blunt enough to think tact 
was Something on which to hang a picture." Bishop describes

Bishop described the cabinet plane which was 
returning from Hawaii to California.

Washington and said that the rifle which had been found was 
not a Mauser or a British weapon, but a cheap Italian mili- - 
tary surplus rifle called a Mannlicher - Carcano.

however, these were accurate and not derogatory. It Is 
noted this installment apparently does not conclude Bishop's 
book. He previously indicated the book will be concluded at 
3:25 a. m., 11/23/63 when the body of John F. Kennedy is 
met at the White House gate by a U. S. Marine Honor Guard.

Bureau Headquarters to New Orleans 11/16/63 and that none of y 
these communications dealt with a threat to President Kennedy 
or of an assassination attempt of President Kennedy.

Rew Orleans Office from Bureau Headquarters on 11/17/63 (which was 
a Sunday), was a letter transmitting to New Orleans Office a 
translation of a document completely unrelated to the assassination. 
This particular document had been introduced as evideneg. in the 
trial of Carlos Marcello, a New Orleans hoodlum who was being 
prosecuted by the Government for fraud against the Government. 
(46-42600-121) 

We have also checked our records, for 11/16/63 (a Saturday) 
to see if any teletype was sent from Bureau Headquarters to 
New Orleans on that date. We recognize that a teletype dispatched 
late at night on 11/16/63 may not have been received by the 
New Orleans Office until the early morning hours of 11/17/63. We 
have determined that there were only three communications sent 
from Bureau Headquarters to New Orleans dated 11/16/63. One was a 
-teletype in a fugitive case reporting a negative check of the 
National Stolen Property File (91-8909-123); the second communication 
was an air tel dated 11/16/63 reporting a negative check of the 
Identification Division files relating to a stolen motor vehicle

These references reveal that SHILSTONE was one of the organizers 
of a group of local New Orleans* businessmen who formed an 
organization known as Truth and Consequences, which gave money 
to District Attorney JAMES GARRISON to conduct his probe. 

Other references in the New Orleans file reveal that SHILSTONE 
is president of the Shilstone Testing Laboratory which conducts 
various tests on winning horses at Louisiana race tracks.

TESTIMONY OF REGIS L. KENNEDY BEFORE ORLEANS PARISH GRAND JURY: 


On May 17, 1967, Special Agent Kennedy, in response to a 
subpoena, appeared before the Orleans Parish Grand Jury. He testified 
for approximately one hour and ten minutes during which time he was 
asked a number of questions by Garrison and his staff which indicated 
that Garrison is attempting to prove Oswald was a Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) agent and was involved with Clay Shaw and anti-Castro 
Cubans in the assassination of President Kennedy.

Special Agent Kennedy answer^if those questions on which he 
was knowledgeable frour-a personal standpdint in accordance with 
Departmental instructions and utilized Departmental Order 324-64 in 
refusing to answer questions which related to FBI investigation 

or his position as a Special Agent of the FBI.

Special Agent Kennedy reported that many of the questions asked 
of him during the Grand Jury proceedings were phrased by Garrison and 
his staff in such-a way to elicit an agreement from Special Agent Kennedy 
as to the fact stated. Special Agent Kennedy advised that he answered 
all of their questions' in. a manner that Garrison and membersTof his 
staff p.milri get no agre ement from him. The foreman of the Grand Jury 
later told news representatives that Special Agent Kennedy! s testimony 
before the Grand Jury "was satisfactory." 

CURRENT STATUS : ... 

Special Agent in Charge (SAC) Rightmyer was telephonically 
informed by Section Chief William A. Branigan of Alcock’s letter to 
United States Attorney LaCour. Ur. Rightmyer was instructed to alert 
Mr. Regis Kennedy of contents of Alcock's letter. This was done and 
Mr. Kennedy informed SAC Rightmyer he would immediately inform 
Mr. Rightmyer should he receive a subpoena or correspondence from 
Garrison* s office or be contacted by Garrison or his staff. Mr. Kennedy 
informed SAC Rightmyer that he plans to remain in the New Orleans area 
until approximately Hay 31, 1968, at which time he plans to travel to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, and St. John Island for approximately one month. 
Hcf*then plans to visit his daughter, Mrs. Julio Guerra, Lincoln, 

Nebraska, for approximately ten days and then may travel to Yellowstone 
National Park, the Grand Canyon and San Francisco. He does not know at 
this time how long he will be gone. News accounts report trial of Clay 
Shaw will begin June 11, 1968, in New Orleans.

OBSERVATIONS : 

We have cg ncluslvely es tab lishe d that there _was no 
teletype from FBI Headauarters to New Orleans or to any other

Kennedy in Texas. Despite Loisel's alleged claim that Walter 
possesses an FBI document, we highly doubt the veracity of 
such claim. Nevertheless, we believe that Walter should be 
specifically questioned about this because if he. removed a 
Government document while employed by the Bureau, he may be 
subject to criminal prosecution. 

The Criminal Division of the Department has been 
actively following the Garrison investigation and particularly 
the allegations emanating from William S. Walter. Prior to 
interviewing Walter, we feel it best to communicate the 
facts to the attorneys in the Criminal Division and obtain 
their concurrence for the proposed interview in view of the 
legal implications involved and since the request for inter- 
view originated with the United States Attorney.

On May 14, 1968, an individual identifying himself as 
Henry Andrew Gourley appeared at the Norfolk Office of the 
FBI. He stated that he left Vancouver, British Columbia, on 
f March 19, 1968% aboard the Danish ship M/S " JANECKE , " «has 6ince 
traveled to -ports in Europe via the Papama Canal, and arrived 
in, Norfolk, Virginia, on May 13, 1968. . He said he was a seaman 
aboard this -ship, and another seaman by the name of Lorenzo 
/nitchcock harassed him at times, especially when Hitchcock 
' had been drinking.*' He said Hitchcock told him he had been in 
the Kingston Prison, Ontario, Canada, for eighteen years on 
a charge of manslaughter, and he, Gourley, was afraid of him 
(Hitchcock). He said Hitchcock, in talking about his release 
from prison, indicated one William «![>^Brown had helped obtain 
his release and indicated Brown was a Senator from Newfoundland.

Gourley said when Hitchcock mentioned Brown, he 
recognized this name as being one he had heard earlier in a 
bar in Vancouver. He said about three or four days prior to 
the assassination of President John F. N Kennedy, he and a 
- friend, John Lang, who sells newspapers at St. Paul's Hospital, 
Vancouver, were in the Hildon Hotel bar on Cordova Street, 
Vancouver, having a few drinks. Also present at the bar were 
three men sitting at another table, who were discussing plans 
to assassinate President Kennedy, Governor Wallace, and some 
other public figures, including former Vice President Richard 
" Nixon.. . Gourley said one of these three men was referred to 
as Lee Oswald by name, and another as William J. Brown. He 
said he did not recall hearing the third man's name. Gourley 
said he could not explain as to why these men referred to each 

other by their full names in conversation among themselves.

President Kennedy was killed, but he did- not then tell anyone 
about the conversation he had overheard, and has not 6ince told 
anyone about it except members of his family, who did not want 
to get involved. He said he did not want to get involved 
either, but had been advised to furnish this information to the 
FBI. 

Gourley said upon arrival at Norfolk, Virginia, on 
May 13, 1968, he had been paid off by the ship as he wanted to 
return to Vancouver and the ship was going to other ports. He 
said he was paid over $300, and checked into the Atlantic 
Hotel, Granby Street, Norfolk, which he described as being 
second class. He said during the evening of May 13, 1968, he 
' had som£ drinks at the local bars and a police officer sub- 
sequently; advised him he had better call it a night as he was 
drinking 'too much. He said he returned to his room and went to 
bed, and when he dressed the morning of May 14, 1968, he 
discovered two $100 bills were missing from his wallet, although 
approximately $56 had been left in his wallet.

Gourley said he reported the theft to the Norfolk

■*- Gourley said the ship he had worked on left Tjorfolk 
the morning of May 14, 1968, and he himself was leaving to 
return to Vancouver. 


During questioning of Gourley, a6 to details in this 
matter, he became upset and started to cry. He stated he had 
been receiving treatment at the Riverview Mental Hospital, *" 
Vancouver, British Columbia, for hi6 nerves, and, in fact, 
is still receiving treatment, and is to return to the hospital 
for further treatment. He said he did not recall *fchen he 
first went to the hospital, but it was quite some time-ago. 

He said doctors at Vancouver had stated he was mentally insane, 
but the doctors had made a mistake as it was just hi6 nerves. 

During the course of the conversation, it was diffi- 
cult to follow Gourley* s train of thought as he would jump 
from one subject .to another, and sometimes speak as to make 
it difficult to understand.

The purpose of this mdtoforandum is to briefly summarize 
the current status of the <Clay Le|yShaw case in New Orleans, 

Louisiana. Shaw has been cTIargeS/ 'By~T?ew Orleans District Attorney 
Barnes C. Garrison as being involved in a conspiracy to assassinate 
the late President John F. Kennedy.

A panel consisting of three Federal Judges is currently 
hearing the various legal arguments which have arisen in the case 
in New Orleans. On June 17, 1968, the panel heard arguments 
dealing with the requests of Clay Shaw's attorneys that 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark be made a party to Shaw's efforts 
to obtain an injunction prohibiting Garrison from prosecuting 
Clay Shaw. Shaw's attorneys based their request upon the ^ 

U. S. Code citation that it is the duty of the Attorney General 
of the United States to prosecute or defend any case in which 
the U. S. Government has an interest. Shaw's attorneys cited 
the following four reasons why the U. S. Government has an 
interest in the Shaw case: 

1. District Attorney Garrison is attempting to 

brand the President of the United States as an 
accessory after the fact in the President Kennedy 
slaying.

2. District Attorney Garrison, through the 
investigation, attempts to brand the temporary 
restraining order issued by Federal Judge Heebe

4. Garrison's investigation seeks to destroy 
confidence in the U. S. Government. 


Shaw's attorneys pointed out to the three-judge panel that 
New Orleans District Attorney Garrison would have one believe that there 
was one mammoth conspiracy encompassing everybody including the President 
of the United States, the Dallas police force, the Secret Service, the FBI 
and the Central Intelligence Agency. 


United States Attorney Louis LaCour of New Orleans made a brief 
statement before the three-judge panel declaring that his office will 
object to efforts to make .Attorney General Ramsey \ Clark a party in the 
court fight between District Attorney James Garrietan and Clay L. Shaw. 

Shaw's attorneys also argued their motion that four of 
Garrison's aides be compelled to answer questions asked of them by Shaw's 
attorneys in depositions. They pointed out that New Orleans District 
Attorney Garrison had directed his staff members to refuse to answer 
questions on a blanket basis rather than on a good faith basis. 

New Orleans Assistant District Attorney James Alcock, who appears to be 
handling practically all of Garrison's legal maneuvering, told the three- 
judge panel that he and other members of Garrison's staff refused to 
answer questions asked of them by Shaw's attorneys since such questions 
concerned privileged information. 


Alcock also asked that the three -judge panel dismiss the entire 
proceedings brought by Shaw before the panel. He cited a number of 
Supreme Court rulings wherein the Federal courts have not interfered 
in similar proceedings in state courts. Alcock stated that it was his 
position that there is always inconvenience involved in being a defendant 
in a criminal proceeding; however, he could see no difference between 
inconveniences to Shaw and any other defendants charged with a crime. 
Alcock said that there are no irreparable Injuries in this case and 
that if all of Shaw' 6 facts are true, and he can convince a Jury that 
they are true, he probably won't be convicted;; Alcock added that if 
Shaw is convicted, be can appeal first to the higher state courts and, 
if necessary, into the Federal system. Alcock asked the panel "How 
else can we prove the case is not a fraud unless we try the case?" 


Mr. Edward F. Wegmann, one of Shaw's attorneys, predicted 
that the proceedings would take a long time because Garrison would use the 
proceedings as a forum for "his theories as to what transpired in 
Dealey Plaza in 1963." Wegmann pointed out to the panel "We don't know 
what overt act we were supposed to have committed." 


The three-judge panel will convene again Monday, June 24, 1968, 
to bear further arguments in this case.

As you know, the United States 

• District Court now has prevented 
us from going to trial as scheduled 
in the case against Gay Shaw. At 
same .. time, subpoenas have 
been issued through th e same 
court authorizing Mr. Shaw’s law- 
yers to question members of this 
staff by deposition. This unprece- 
dented action by the federal court 
has the effect of converting the 
trial of a defendant in a Louisiana 
court into an investigation of the 
defendant in a Louisiana court in- 
to an investigation of the District 
Attorney’s staff by defense law- 
yns. 

-This is. to inform you that the 


action of the United States Dis- 
trict Court in -blocking the Shaw 
trial and converting it into a fish- 
ing expedition I >r the defense 
lawyers is absotqtely illegal and 
is not supported either by law or 
custom. The action by this federal 
court continues the obstruction and 
interference which we have receiv- 
ed in this case from 
beginning with the unprecedented 
announcement of the Attorney 
General of the United States that • 
the defendant had been ’’cleared” 
and proceeding through a series 
of federal actions too numerous 
to describe here. 

I am sure that each of you know 
as well as 1 do the cause of this 
program of obstruction by the

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The Bureau is in receipt of a letter dated June 8, 1968, from 
Dr. John Nichols (attached) requesting additional information concerning the 
assassination of President Kennedy and again suggesting that he present some 
findings of his in oral rather than in written form. This is the sixth letter which 
the Bureau has received from Nichols concerning certain ideas and theories which 
he has in regard to the President's assassination. It is to be noted that he is in 
the process of writing a book on the assassination of President Kennedy. 

By letter dated 7/6/67 he requested an appointment with the Director in 
order to explain some of his studies and by Bulet 7/12/67, the Director declined 
to make an appointment and suggested that Nichols might make any information he 
had available to the Laboratory. The Bureau did advise him that we would take any 
information he desired to furnish the FBI but we requested that it be furnished in 
documentary form suitable for referral to proper agencies. It was not believed / > 
desirable for the FBI to accept oral information concerning his medical findings p 
since this would be subject to interpretation and the FBI obviously would have to Sr 
reduce his findings to written form for dissemination. For this reason Nichols was 
requested to furnish any information in documentary form. Apparently Nichols does 
not wish to furnish documentary information and his June 8th letter again states that 
t he would be willing to discuss his findings with Agents from the Kansas City Division. 

It appears that Nichols has nothing of value which he wants to make available 
to the FBI but instead hopes to obtain information and to use any statements we 
might give him which would be useful to him in the preparation of his book. In 
his letter of June 8th Nichols makes frivolous, if not derogatory, statements 
concerning Agents from the Kansas City Office and he states that previously 
he had been visited by our Agents concerning other items "considerably more 
trivial and even hilarious." It is to be noted that Nichols himself states that 
letters which he sent to military commandants and personnel at Edgewood 
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Arsenal and the Bethesda Naval installation were not answered. He also makes 
several facetious statements concerning Colonel Pierre Finck of the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology who was one of the pathologists who conducted the post mortem 
examination of President Kennedy. Colonel Finck is a close friend of the Bureau 
having met the Director, is well known for many years to Laboratory representatives 
and is a well recognized authority in the field of pathology. Colonel Finck confi- 
dentially advised the Laboratory on 6/13/68 that Nichols was an extremely arrogant, 
loud-mouthed individual who contacted Finck only at inappropriate times in public 
places where he made self-serving statements in a loud voice apparently to 
impress others who were in the area. 

In view of Nichols* flippant statements concerning previous contacts by 
our Agents; the evaluation furnished by Colonel Finck; the fact that other government 
agencies with which he had been in contact apparently will not answer his letters; 
and the fact that we have made previous efforts to be of assistance to him and 
have given him the opportunity to present his theories in documented form, it is 
believed his most recent communication dated June 8th should not receive 
any acknowledgement. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That this sixth letter from John Nichols, M. D. , Ph. D. not be acknowledged 
and that the field office be advised to be most circumspect in any future dealings

The Department referred a letter addressed to the 
Attorney General from Robert G. Joergensen, Sr. He claimed 4 , 
that he is not convinced that a conspiracy did not exist in 
the assassination of President Kennedy.

He attended. this • 
school for one semester, which would have been the spring 
semester of 1964 and later this school was moved to Houston, 
Texas, where he again attended at least one semester prior 
to joining the Merchant Marines. He served in the Merchant 
Marines for approximately 8 months receiving his discharge, 
on December 19, 1966, in Manila.

with fiction indiscriminately; that she is prone to carry 
on literary battles through the mails and in publications 
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with various and sundry persons throughout the world; and .. 
that she has a proclivity for furnishing information to.^*^v -: 
other government agencies in addition to the FBI, 

The information set forth in the LHM is being 
furnished to the Bureau and interested Offices, princi- 
pally because of the serious nature of the charges. 

Miss CALDWELL'S prominent position, and the possibility 
that she may at some future time claim she furnished 
pertinent information to the FBI, which received no 
attention* 

Buffalo is making no local dissemination of 
the MM, and whether or not any dissemination should 
be made at Washington, D*C*, is being left to the dis- 
cretion of the Bureau* 

No action, other than possible dissemination 
at the Seat of Government to Secret Service because 
of intimation of threats of harm to President JOHNSON 
and Vice President HUMPHREY Included in the material 
furnished by Miss CALDWELL, is recommended, on the 
basis that prior experience with Miss CALDWELL reflects 
she is urZJe^iable and possi bly d emented. It would appear 
that a person in her positloTTWould place the welfare of 
the U.S, above an alleged loyalty to a correspondent, whom 
she has never met, and that she would disclose the identity 
of her correspondent so he could be located and questioned 
if he does, in fact, exist and if he did in fact send her 
the information she claims to have received. 

It Is pointed out that in the telephonic inter- 
view conducted with Miss CALDWELL by SA THADDEUS J. 

SZYMANSKI on 6/4/68, it was suggested to her that in 
the future she send any letters received from her friend 
to the FBI, deleting his signature if she feels So 
obligated, but so the FBI would have his exact wording 
for purposes of evaluation. She first replied this 
would be a violation of her promise to destroy her 
friend’s letters* She then stated possibly she could 
Xerox the letters, and send the Xerox copies to the FBI, 
and then destroy the originals, which would mean she was 
honoring her promise* Finally, she stated that doing 
this would bother her conscience, and that anyway she 
felt her friend would not write anymore because he sounded 
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so terrified in his last letter. Miss CALDWELL’S responses 
throughout the telephonic interview of 6/4/68 emphasized 
her unwillingness to be interviewed in person concerning 
this matter, and reflected a desire on her part to go 
into great detail on extraneous matters rather than on 
the alleged plots. 

It is acknowledged by the Buffalo Office that 
there is considerable detail in the LHM dealing with 
Miss CALDWELL herself and prior PBI experiences with her. 

It is felt this data is essential to an appropriate 
evaluation of the serious charges contained in her letter 
should the Bureau feel compelled to disseminate the LHM. 

Unless advised to the contrary by the Bureau, the 
Buffalo Office will make no further effort to personally 
interview Miss CALDWELL re Instant matters, and will simply 
acknowledge receipt of any further data from her in this 
matter without incorporating the information into LHMs 
for the Bureau.

POOR PEOPLE'S CAMPAIGN 


On June 4, 1968, there was received at the 
Buffalo, New York Office of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, a letter, dated May 31> 1968 from TAYLOR 
CALDWELL, 3^ Audley End, Buffalo (26), New York, the 
contents of which will be set forth below, 

TAYLOR CALDWELL is a world famous novelist, 
whose true name i3 Mrs, JANET T. C. REBACK. She is 
referred to from time to time in news articles as an 
outspoken foe of Communism, She is known as and admits 
to be an inveterate letter writer. She has frequently 
engaged in literary battles with persons who opposed 
her private and public statements. Close associates 
have described her imagination as vivid, and many of 
her statements as tending toward exaggeration. 

On one occasion. Miss CALDWELL wrote an 
article which appeared in the October, i960, issue 
C f “Tne American Mercury," in which sne alleged that 
an unnamed, American-born distingulsned professor, 
in one of the large universities, was a Communist, 

When an attempt was made by a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to arrange an interview 
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with M133 CALDWELL concerning this story. her husband, MARCUS 
Rr,B 4 r.X, a f ormer official of the Uni tec States Immigration 
end Naturalization Service, and wrio scheduled appointments 
for Kies CAMWELE , stated it would serve no purpose for 
the Federa.! Bureau of Investigation to interview Mies 
r:. .DWELL regarding the article in "Tne American Mercury" 
because the unnamed professor w^ nori-ft x i atervt^a figment 
of Kl>*> C A T.W LL r s Tmag !. n A t lorTahd a hypothetical situa- 
tion employed by Mloo CALDWELL to provoke public opinion. 

On another occasion In September, I 96 i: when 
Miss CA LEVEL L was being interviewed by a Special Agent 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in the presence 
of her husband concerning an occurrence she had brought 
tc the attention of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 

Ml 33 CALDWELL’S husband flatly stated tnat the true cir- 
cumstances of the occurrence were completely different 
from the version given by Miss CALL’VEL , after which the 
jailer materially modified her earlier statement. 

The above mentioned letter received from Miss 
CAUWEI.L cn Lure >*, 1968, reads a.s foil owe: 

"As 1 am as way 3 wary of giving yoe any 
Information which even vaguely sounds- ’kooky * 
to me, T now deeply regret that I old not 
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inform you cf something which my terrified Negro 
busl r^ecaman friend in New York wrote me last 
October. It 8t 111 disturbed me, however - though 
It sc/jnued very improbable - that 3 Incorporated 
it a.» a sort of warning in my article in the Buffalo 
Evening News concerning events of 196 Qj earlier 
this year, whlcn you may have reaa, yourself, ESF 
had nothing to do with that! 

“tie wrote me, if I remember accurately - as 
1 immediately destroy his letter.* at his urgent 
reou' .jt • that a meeting was held in New York 
the Latter part of Ian September, in which 
plan.* were laid to ’throw the country into 
cnao • and revolution,’ It was suggested that 
a prominent Negro leader be assassinated, or at 
least bao’iy injured, in early 1968, *as a start 
to revolution, * He said that. New York lawyer 
and novelist, about whom I have written you 
bei ©'*, discussed this at length, and then re- 
mark*?.! the matter would be given considerable 
tnought - later. My friend wa* not Invited 
•later, * for 3ome reason or other which alarmed 
him. But ne was abje to gather together a few 
fact-* io/t October and write me -Lbc-m thorn. 

He did not give me the source of his Informa- 
tion, 
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"The man finally chosen was a white man, 
between the ages of 25 and 30 , named Robert 
W---, some simple name such as Watson or 
Watkins or Wellock or Wilkins, from the 
vicinity of New Jersey, a crack, s’ro’. , of fair 
complexion, light eyes either v<» r " light brown 
or blue -gray, medium brown hall , .•••ng thin 
face, very agile - and a 'Marxist.* My friends 
say you have had a dossier on him for several 
years in either New Jersey or New York. He 
followed Martin Luther King for several months 
before the assassination, which was scheduled 
for early March, not April, but the opportunity 
did not arise. 'They* wanted a larger city 
than Memphis, especially Washington. ’Tney' 
had thought of Carmichael or Brown, then 
settled on King, It was remarked that they 
had ’failed* with Mr. Kennedy, because they 
had thought to start nationwide riots against 
’right wing extremists, ’ and a general blood- 
bath, and nothing happened. 'Only Oswald got 
caught, ' they remarked, which led my friend 
to believe that others were implicated, too, 
in the Marxist assassination. Apparently 
’they’ don’t believe in the Warren Commission 
Report, either, for good and sufficient reasons. 
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‘Now he writes that Something much worse' is 
'going to happen soon.' He doesn't know what it 
is, because he is being included less and less in 
'conferences, ' and is very frightened. He had 
asked me to write you last October about the 
planned assassination, and I did not, and he 
now wonders 'if I can trust you.' 

*‘He writes that a woman will be the focus - 
point of the ’much worse,' and almost immediately, 
but does not know who the woman is. She is a 
Negro, however. He also writes that the man you 
are looking for is working either in New Jersey or 
'Just outside of New York,' and is or was in the 
Army and received a 'discharge without prejudice,' 
whatever that means, though not an honorable dis- 
charge. I thought they were the same. At any rate, 
he is often in New York at 'conferences,' Then 
it was decided to a&nd him to Washington with the 
'Poor People , " and is probably there now, (By the 
way, he had accomplices in Memphis.) 

"He never .liked Martin Luther King, my friend 
wrote last September, but reproaches me that if I 
had written you In October you might have prevented 
him from being murdered. 
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"This new information is also vague, but It 
may serve some purpose, though I don't see how. 

But remembering that letter of last October I 
thought it only right to let you know now. My 
friend also say 3 that Mr. Johnson and Mr. 

Humphrey 'had better not* show themselves too 
openly in Washington, or be too available, in 
the very near future, but what threatens them 
he does not know. He Ju 3 t overheard 'hints." 

"He fears, now, that he is suspected, so 
if you do any investigation on this information, 
don’t try to find him or question him. He has 
a family. I know I will do all I can to protect 
him.

"F.S. My poor husband now lies at the point of death

He wa? a most brilliant 
man, and he has new become a confused, wandering, 
disoriented old shadow, and is unable even to feed
